Tonight the plant is in full pos- 
session of the company and will be run to- 
morrow under the protection of officers. 

Sheriff McCann tonight deputed seventy- 
five of the English-speaking people to guard 
the Donnelly and Bessemer plants of the Mc- 
Clure.company which are in the vicinity of 
Mayfield. 

Women Make Murderous Assaults. 

The wives of the strikers have already be- 
gun taking a hand in the murders and depre- 
dations which are being carried on through- 
out the regions and are already guilty of t wo 
murderous assaults, both the victims of which 
will soon be numbered with the fatalities. 
About daylight this morning a Hungarian, 
Andrew Milita, from the Trotter works, was 
taken for a workman while walking from his 
home at Moyer to Trotter and was 
assaulted by twenty-five maddened Hun- 
garian women, armed with hatchets, pokers, 
shovels, and picks. They knucked him down 
and beat him until unconscious and then 
threw him over the fence by the ‘roadside for 
dead. Two hours later he orawied to his 
home. He was beaten beyond recognition 
| and will die from his injuries. Milta is a 
striker and has been identified with the move- 
ment from the beginning. 

A similar assault was committed today on 
a Hungarian working at the Painter plant on 
the Sewickley branch. The wives of thestrik- 
ers were parading about the yards armed 
with clubs and attached the workman on his 
way home from the pit, beating him in a 
most brutal manner.

In the Prendergast insanity case yeste 
‘Judge Chetlain, on the ca of the tery 


to Monday, May 21, and a second 
stay of execution to Monday, J uly 2. ; 

This was incidental, however, to his mak- 
ing an order, on motion of prisoner’s couh- 
sel, fora drawing of 100 jurymen from the 
jury-box when the present panel was ex: 
hausted, instead of replenishing it in the 
usual way by a special venire. The argument 
On these motions took up the entire after- 
noon and gave rise to scenes of excitement, 
such as have rarely been witnessed in the 
courts of Cook County. The best 
idea of the scene may de got 
from the remarks of A. 8. Trude, 
who in addressing the court said: 

Wo are out on mid-ocean, without rudder 
or compass, You had no more right to do as 
you have done than any merchant in the city 
would have had. Our hope is that you will 
rehabilitate: yourself by associating Judge 
Brentano with yourself in the hearing of the 
case,so that he may enter the orders and 
make them binding. I would not hesitate to 
take a contract to liberate Prendergast on 
habeas corpus as the case now stands. If 
matters are to go on as now indicated it is the 
intention of the State to withdrawn from the 
case. 

Today, it will be remembered, was the day 
set for the commencement of the insanity 
trial and tomorrow the day for the execution 
of the sentence, but the proceedings of yester- 
day, of course, supersede this program. They 
were brought on by Attorney Gregory serving 
‘the State’s-Attorney with notice that he would 
apply to Judge Chetlain for an order that 100 
additional jurymen be drawn from the box by 
the Clerk of the Court. To support this mo- 
tion Mr, Gregory was accompanied by C. S. 
Darrow, J. S. Harlan, and John Heron; and 
to oppose it State’s-Attorney Kern was pr 
forced by Mr. Trude and Assistant State’s-At- 
torney Pierson. A dozen other attorneys sat 
in the bar asspectators. Prendergast himself 
was not present except during the last mo- 
ments of theargument. Mr. Gregory made 
his motion in a dozen inaudible words, re- 
serving his thunder for a rejoinder. 

Trade Makes His Argument. 


Mr. Trude then made along and powerful 
argument against the proposed drawing. He 
quoted the supposed statutory authority for 
such an order as follows: 

Provided that whenever there shall be 


pending for trial in any of said courts any 


criminal cause wherein the defendant is 
charged with a felony, and the Judge holding 
said court shall be convinced from the cir- 
cumstances of the case that a jury cannot be 
obtained from the regular panel to try such 
cause, said Judge may, in his discretion, prior 
to the day fixed for the trial of said cause, di- 
rect the Clerk to draw (in the same manner 
as the regular panel is drawn) not 
exceeding 100 names as a special panel from 
which a jury may be selected to try said 
cause. — [R. S., Chap. 78, Sec. 8. ] 

Mr, Trude argued 
e for criminal trials, 

a mere supplementary proceeding like that in 
band. Still, he said, he would not 
object, if it were not for the wuncer- 
tainty in which every subsequent step 
of the proceedings were involved. 
No one could tell whether the jury was to con- 
tain twelve men or six, or whether the State 
was to have twenty peremptory challenges, as 
in criminal cases, or only three, as in civil 
cases. No one could-tell whether the jury was 
to give the prisoner the benefit of a reasonable 
doubt or make up their verdict according to 
the preponderance of evidénce, though his 
opinion was that the prisoner should only be 
found insane beyond a reasonable doubt. If 
the State was to have only three chal- 
lenges he did not see any hope of se- 
curing a fitting jury to try sucha case. 
There was needed a jury of intelligent busi- 
ness-men, and nota lot of riffraff from the 
gutter. The inquiry was a scientific one, and 
the testimony of the experts would be given 
in sesquipedalian terms. It would be a ca- 
lamity to have a set of jurors like one he met 
with in the former trial, who thought a para- 
noiac was a kind of yam. 

Terror in the Situation. 

A drawing of names, Mr. Trude said, 
would produce a panel of hard cases, many of 
whom have been struck by the lightning of thé 
law themselves, and others of whom, if they 
have a vocation, ply it with masks and jim- 
mies, and count among their assets a choice 
collection of alibis. The danger of getting 
such a jury made the situation one of gravity, 
of peril, and of downright terror. Mr. Greg- 
ory wanted the State to face sucha danger be- 
cause he was afraid the bailiff would go 
around selecting a jury who he knew would 
send Prendergast to the gallows. But the 
bailiff who should do such a thing 
would commit a crime worse than the 
murder of Harrison. There was no 
possibility that such a wrong could be done, 
if the court only selected a bailiff or two or 
three bailiffs whom he could trust. But it was 
impossible by a special venire to get together 
so many statesmen of the Hinky Dink type as 
would be corrälled by the proposed drawing. 

The State, Mr. Trude continued, dreaded 
such a jury partly because the present coun- 
sel for the defense could make no promises 
that would bind future counsel, and be- 
cause he was convinced that there 
was an influence back of them that 
was stealthy and invisible, but well nigh irre- 
sistible, pledged to the liberation of Prender- 
gast. Some had proposed as an exit from 
these dangers the selection of a jury of rep- 
utable physicians. But, aside from the fact 
that the law contemplated nothing of the 
kind, the spectacle presented by the wrang- 
lings of a council of physicians at a death- 
bed showed that a jury of physicians would 
only furnish a travesty on justice. 

Darrow Replies for the Defense. 

Mr. Darrow replied to Mr. Trude, saying 

it was a singular thing to hear counsel object- 


ing to trial by a jury drawn according to law 
by the officers of the law.

Mr. Trude said he was opposed sincerely 
the employment of counsel to assist the 
State’s-Attorney. He believed such counsel 


generally represented individual malice and 


that they perverted justice. Forhis part he 
was in this case by the force of circumstances

the cail of the State’s-Attorney and at the call 
of those who were interested and hada right 
to be interested in the case. Prendergast, he 
said, had been likened to the deity, but be- 
hind him he saw the blood-stained, powder- 
blackened body of Harrison, and back of him 
the suffering family. Even so, he did not ex- 
pect to remain in the case. He had a sick 
boy, with whom he should start for the South 
within a week. Mr. Bottum, he regretted 
to say, was quite ill, and all the other gentle- 
men of the n g office were busy 
on other cases. These things accounted for 
his presence: He then returned to the dis- 
cussion.of the statutes, and answered in detail 
the objections of Mr. Darrow.

— Gregory Takes a Hand. 

Mr. Gregory closed the argument, restating 
Mr. Darrow’s exposition of the statutes. He 
insisted that the law was that the pane! should 
be replenished by the drawing of jurors as 
long as there were any names in the box, and 
that a special venire was to be resorted to only 
when the names were exhausted. He admitted 
that special venires had been loosely issued in 
this c-unty, but denied the wisdom or justice 
of the usage. The State, he said, was making 
a direct assault on the great principle of trial 
by jury. 

Judge:Chetlain did not appear at all to ad- 
vantage in delivering his decision. His mind 
seemed to be wandering and he several 
times approached the climax and then wan- 
dered away again. To further complicate 
matters counsel interrupted him and got 
into a violent altercation which lasted so 
long that the Judge obviously forgot what 
he had said and had to begin again. Finally 
he got down to business and announced that 
he would grant the order asked for by Mr. 
Gregory. 

But the most exciting scene of the afternoon 
remained. Mr. Trude, who had got the im- 
pression that Mr. Gregory and Mr. Darrow 
wished to compel the State to go to trial to- 
day, rose and moved a continuance. He said 
he was oppressed with the fear that, if Pren- 
dergast should be found insane; some im- 
proper disposition of him would be made. He 
defied any one present tc tell him what place 
he could be sent to by law. He turned to 
Mr. Darrow and catechised him on the sub- 
ject. 

Tell me, Mr. Darrow,” he said, what 
can be done with Prendergast if he should be 
found insane.“ 

But Mr. Darrow was far too wise to give 
any ‘answer, except to say, with a chuckle, 
that he thought there would be no difficulty

Trude Sails Into Chetlain. 

Then Mr. Trude launched out into a regu- 
lar philippic against Judge Chetiainu. He be. 
rated him for usurping the functions that be- 
longed to Judge Brentano, and to him alone. 
The insanity trial, he said, was only a sup- 


plementary proceeding to the murder trial, 


and could not rightfully be conducted by any 
one but the trial Judge. He defied the entire 
bench and bar to produce a N. for 
such a course. 

** You have done, he ‘said, leveling his 
finger at the éourt, ** what you had no more 
right to do than any merchant down-town. 
We want to ascertain what right you have, 
in case Prendergast should be found sane, to 
sentence him to death.“ 

There is one Judge in the county, I be. 
lieve,” said Mr. Trude to Judge Chetlain,’ 
ho sustains you in your position, but the re- 
port that a majority of the Judges sustain 
you is not true. Lou are not alone, but you 
are nearly alone. We greatiy dread habeas 
corpus proceedings, not only when the trial is 
over, but at any stage of it, Now what we 
hope for is that you will rehabiljfate yourself 
by associating Judge Brentano with you 
in the hearing of this “case. We 
are willmg that you should direct 
the proceedings, and we only ask that the or- 
ders should be entered by Judge Brentano 
with a view of making them valid, and cut- 
ting off all hope of a habeas corpus. I know 
counsel on the other side are willing to prom- 
ise that they will never resort to such a pro- 
ceeding, but they cannot bind fature attor- 


neys. 
At this point Mr. Gregory jumped up and 
objected to Mr. Trude's language as 


neither relevant nor respectful to the court.’ 
Judge Chetluin said he had taken no offense. 
Then Mr. Trude said if Judge Brentano were 
not brought into the case, and if Mr. Gregory 
meant to face an immediate trial, the State’s- 
Attorney would withdraw. As Mr. Trude 
roncluied he was surprised to hear Mr. 
Gregory say he was willing the State should 
have all the continuance it wanted. 

A long consultation between counsel then 
ensued, and the result was that Mr. Trude ar- 
ranged to stay in the case. 

The court then sent for the prisoner, and 
in his presence granted the continuance and 
the stay, Prendergast had not a word to say, 
and, as usual with him when things are con. 
ing his way, he appeared as quiet and amiable 
as a Sunday-school scholar.

These facts were 
given to him by Capt. Woodson, the Indian 
Agent in charge of the Cheyennes. Capt. 
Hunter and twenty mounted men were sent 
from the fort to the scene of the shooting. 
Col. Purington’s dispatch was sent over the 
military wire from the fort and contains no 
reference to the burning by the Indians of the 
agency buildings. 

William’ Delesdenier, a trader at Seger, a 
point thirty-five miles from the origin of the 
trouble, came in today to purchase ammuni- 
tion to take out to the settlers. He states that 
the first reports came to his place by the In- 
dians Sunday night, and they then purchased 
3,000 rounds of ammunition and took it to 
the band in the fight. The settlers, Deles. 
denier says, are collecting at Seger, and they 
have now a company of 175 under arms, and 
several bands of settlers have gone to the 
scene. 

The Indians engaged are followers of Red 
Moon. Delesdenier and a party of settlers 
went to the scene of the fighting on Monday 
night and found that fifteen of the Indians 
and about as many whites had been killed. 
The Indians are all armed with rifles and 
have plenty of ammunition. The Indians 
from other parts of the reservation have 
hastened to join Red Moon, and he now has 
a band of about 150 bucks in the fighting 
crowd that is moving up the Washita River. 

A small skirmish occurred between a band 
of Indians and some white men ata point 


— 


being on the move to join Red Moon. Two 
white men were brought into Cantonment 
that were killed in the encounter. Canton- 
ment is not burned, as reported, but is 
strongly guarded by the people who have gone 
there for safety.

Judge Windes held yesterday that a lie told 
by an employé annuls the contract between 
the liar and his employer and that the man of 
no veracity cannot recover damage because 
he is fired.“ This ruling was made in the 
suit of Samuel Straus against Frank Lewald.

‘Hundreds of Registered Voters Held in 
Reserve for “ Bath-House John.” 

By outrageous bulldozing, baliot-box stuff- 
ing, and high-handed lawlessness in general 
the police aud the gang of administration 
hoodlums back of them succeeded in making 
the total vote cast in the First Ward Tuesday 
largér than that cast last spring When Carter 
H. Harrison defeated Samuel W. Allerton and 
larger than that cast at the election of Mayor 
Hopkins over George B. Swift. The total 
vote cast in the First Ward when Mr. Harri- 
son was elected last spring was 4.784 and 
that cast at the election of December was 
4,838. It is not surprising that there should 
have been a large vote at each of these elec- 
tions, as the office of Mayor of Chicago is of 
almost as much importance as that of Gov- 
ernor of the Stute. But when it happens, as 
it did ‘Tuesday, that in the election 
ofan Alderman the vote runs away beyond 
that cast for Mayor it naturally enough makes 
people not acquainted with the facts won- 
der how it came to be so. The vote cast 
for Alderman in the First Ward Tuesday 
was 5,030, or 246 greater than that at the 
end election last spring and 104 great- 
er than when Mr. Hopkins was elected. And 
then it is to be remembered that the terror- 
ism of the thugs, some of them city empluyés, 
prevented a great many respectable but timid 
citizens from going to the polls.

SOUTH SIDE TROLLEY ORDINANOES 
PASS IN SPITE OF THE MAYOR 


Council Gives. Good Majorities to Defeat 
Careful Plans for Concessions from the 
Chicago City Railway Company—Scheme 
for Lighting the Streets by Electricity 
Is Eclipsed=Spiritead Debate on Many 
ot the Propositions InvolvedeFProeceed- 
ings of the Aldérmen. 

When Mayor Hopkins’ veto ‘message refer- 
ring to the South Side trolley ordinances, 
printed on another page, was read at the 


Council meeting last evening it did not re- 


ceive much attention. The Aldermen chatted 
about their election-day experiences while the 
Clerk droned through the message.. There 
were several criticisms of the length of the 
veto in an undertone, but they did not reach 
the Mayor. When the reading of the mes- 
sage had been concluded Ald, O'Neill 
made a motion that the Sixty-third 
street ordinance which had heen vetoed be 
called up for amendment. Ald, Kent made a 
point of order that the only motion in order 
was the passage of the ordinance notwith- 
standing the veto, Ald. Tripp, Madden, and 
Noble held the precedent established by the 
Mayor himself was opposed to the position 
taken by Ald, Kent. The Mayor so decided 
and the ordinance was declared open for 
amendment. Ald. Tripp asked whether the 
Mayor had not prepared amendments to the 
ordinance vetoed.

Amendments of the Mayor. 


The amendments were then read. They 
were in accordance with the Mayor’s message. 
The street lighting provision was as follows: 

The privileges and rights conferred by this or- 
dinance are granted upon the express condition, 
and said company by the acceptance of this or- 
dinance agrees, that it shall light by electric are 
lights of 2,000 nominal candle power all streets 
and parts of streets on which, by virtue of any 
ordinance contemporaneously with this or here- 
after to be passed, it shall operate a street rail- 
road by means of electric overhead’ contact 
wires. Such are lights may be attached to the 
poles from which said wires are suspended and 
the distance between any two are lightsishall bo 
no more than 250 feet. Said lighting shall begin 
upon any street as soon as the operation of the 
cars by electric trolley wires begins upon that 
street. 7 

The Sixty-third street ordinance having 
been called up for consideration Ald, Noble 
offered the following amendments, which were 
adopted unanimously: 

That such trolley and feeder wires shall be sus- 
pended from substantial iron poles of such con- 
struction and design as may be approved by the 
Mayor and Commissioner of Public Works, such 
les to be set near the center line of the street, 
tween the two tracks of said railroad, and so 
as to cause the least possible obstruction to the 
use of the street; and the question as to Whether 
the poles so used sha) be side pole or center pole 
construction shall be determined and settled by 
the Mayor and the Commissioner of Public 
Works. 

And such section shall be further amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following: Pro- 
vided, that the City of Chieago shall have the 
right to use the said poles for the purpose of 
stringing wires and the right to affix to said 
poles electric lamps for street lighting purposes, 
such lamps and wires to be strung and. adjusted 
at the etpense of the City of Chicago, and so ad- 
justed and strung as not to interfere with “the 
electric current in the wires of the Chicago City 
railway company; and provided further, that the 
privileges and rights granted by this ordinance 
are upon the express condition that the Chicago 
City railway company, its successors. and 4s- 
signs, shall establish and maintain a metallic re- 
turn circuit conductor independent of its rails. 


Ordinance Passed Unanimously. 


4 The ordinance thus amended was passed by 
63 votes, no vote being cast in the negative. 


Np Alderman ventured to offer the electric 
lighting amendment. 

The ordinance for a cable line on Twenty- 
first street between State and Wabashavenue, 
connecting with the State street power-house, 
was next called up. Ald, Madden offered an 
amendment providing that the work should 
be done within a period of sixty days. The 
amendment was adopted and the ordinance 


was passed unanimously, 

The general ordinance referring to the South 
Side cross-town lines, enabling the company 
to operate them by the trolley system, was 
then taken up. Ald. Noble presented a num- 
ber of amendments, as follows: 

By striking out “ Twenty-second street.” By 
striking out Archer avenue from State street“ 
and inserting in lieu and stead thereof. the words 
„% Archer avenue from the river west. By pro- 
viding that the trolley and feeder wires shall be 
suspended from substantial iron poles of such 
construction and design as may be r by 
the Mayor and Commissioner of Publie Works, 
such poles to be set near the center line of the 
street between the two tracks of said railroad 
and so as to cause the least possible #bstruction 
to the use of the tracks; and the question as to

Provided that the City of Chicago shall have

To Get Money for Track Elevation, 

Ald. Madden then presented the following 
amendment: 

In the event of the elevation of the railroad 
tracks .across and over the rights of way of the 
Chieago City railway company, pursuant to an 
ordinance passed by the City Council and enti- 
tled “An ordinance permitting the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern railway company .and 
the Chicago, Reck Island and Pacific railway 
company to elevate the plane of certain of their 
railway tracks within the City of Mr the 
Chicago City railway company will pay to the 
City of Chicago, upon such terms and conditions 
and at such times and in such mannner as the 
Mayor of the City of Chicago and the President 
of the Chicago City railway company may deter- 
mine and agree, the sum of $250,000. 

This brought on a protracted’ debate. Ald. 
Kent said the $250,000 should be paid into 
the City Treasury unconditionally as the price 
for the new privileges asked for. He said he 
did not believe that any of the money should 
be used to pay for the elevation of the tracks 
or for any. work or damages incident thereto. 
He took cccasion to say that the passage of 
the track elevation ordinance was secured: by 
the promise that the city would not have to 
pay for anything in connection with the same. 
He moved that the company pay the 5250. 
000 into the City Treasury subject to the or- 
der of the Council. This motion, however, 
was not passed,

otwithstanding the publicity thus giyen to the 
ordinance, and to the headroom provided by it 
for the various subways, no objection whatever 
was made by the Chicago City railway company 
until after your special committee had repo 
upon the ordinance. At that late nour the objec- 
tion was raised: t a clear headroom of twelve 
feet, though sufficient to permit the passage of 
an ordinary street car of proper construction, 
was insufficient to ermit the operation of 
trolley lines, and t its contribution of 
$250,000 was dependent upon an increase 
ofthe headroom to thirteen and one-half, or at 
least to thirteen feet the company then expect- 
ng to secure the franchises now under considera. 
tion. The special engineer of the city was at 
once instructed by me to so change the schedule 
of subways as tocomply with the demand of the 
company, but we found that while it was feasible 
to do so at most crossings it was impossible to do 


. 80 at Archer avenue, at State street, and at Sixty- 


third street. The railroad companies opposed 
the change made for the bonelit of the street rail- 
road, owing to the increased cost to them, and 
only upon my promise to use my best endeavors 


for excavation and paving by the street railroad 
company did they waive their objections on that 
point. I informed the officers of the Chica 
City railroad company of the state of affairs, su 
mitted to your honorable y amendments pro- 
viding for the increased headroom wherever it 
could be secured (all of which amendments were 
passed), and told them that it was simply impos- 
sible to provide for a higher headroom at Sixty- 
third and State streets. .With the full knowl- 
ge of the utter impossibility to comply with 
their demand ‘they make their contribution 
for track elevation depending upon the perform- 
ance of this impossibility, and so informed the 
Corporation Counsel in their official communica- 
tion to him of March 26, which I take the liberty 
to submit to you with this message. I held out 
to them the hope that when it came to the actual 
construction of the subways the difference be- 
tween the existing and the assumed grades may, 
and probably will, make it possible to increase 
the head room at Sixty-third and at State streets 
without materially disturbing the approaches or 
increasing the gradient thereof. Yet the contri- 
bution to the cost of track elevation, as beneficial 
as such elevation will be to this street railroad, 
is made dependent upon the performance upon 
what the company knows and knew when it im- 
posed the condition to be an impossibility. Its 
conduct in this instance is but in keeping with its 
general treatment of the public: its offer ap- 
pears, as far as any official utterance of the com- 
pany is concerned, as a sham and a snare entirely 
unworthy of a great corporation. 


Returns for Franchises. 


It has been one of the gbading principles of my 
administration of the affairs of this city never to 
consent. to the granting of municipal franchises 
withour securing to the people compensation by 
way of a percentage on the gross receipts, or 
other benefits in the form of a reduction in the 
price of transportation, or of light, or of what- 
ever the subject-matter of the franchise may be. 
In this instance heither one of the two estab- 
lished modes of securi an equivalent is feasi- 
ble, because he franchises sought form an in- 
tegral partof the great franchises already en- 
joyed by the company. To make the company 
Hane its right of way with are lights and thus in- 
cidentally light the streets for which it seeks 
these privileges, seemed to me, however, to be 
rfectly feasible and but a small consideration 
or the benefits about to be conferred. Yet 
every proposition in that direction has met with 
‘contemptuous refusal. At first it was claimed 
that the cost. of new, machinery was 80 
large an expenditure that it could not be justified, 
and when it was pointed out that inmany cities, 
nay, even in ourown county. as in the case of the 
Cicero and Proviso Electric road. are lights are 
operated from the same machinery furnishing 
the propelling power, the company still refused 
to change its position.

Apropos the suggestion of the Mayor about cen-

Let the interests of the city and the 
necessities of the street determine which of the 
two wore of carrying the’ trolley wire shall. be 
adopted. The electric ordinance to be likewise 
amended. 

3. Substantially the same remarks apply to the 
Wallace street ordinance as to the Sixty-third 
street. The Wallace street tracks are to avoid 
the maltiplicity of railroad tracks near Root 
street crossing Halsted, and to greatly benefit 
and facilitate the service on South Halsted. 
Thereby people at the Stock-Yards and Engle. 
wood can reach Madison gtreet and return wit 
less delay and danger and annoyance from trans- 


ers. 

4. The other ordinance contemplates a change 
in power on certain streets from horses to elec- 
tricity. lI am informed that the Mayor will not 
approve of the operation of the tracks on Twen- 
ty-second street and on Archer avenue east of the 
river with the overhead trolley wire. We regret 
this very much, as the elimination of those streets 
takes away a very great part of the value of the 
and greatly lessens the efliciency and 

nefits of the lines south of those streets. 
Archer avenue from the river east is a connect- 
— liek between Madison street and the Town 
of Lake, with its great and rapidly growing pop- 
ulation. And while we think that such street. 
should be cabled/it is not deemed desirable to 
change to cable till the railroad tracks are raised 
and the status of the street at the Ogden Slip is 
clearly settled. As the project for rais- 
ing the railroad tracks seems nearer accomplish- 
ment than ever before, and as the status of Arch- 
or avenue at the Ogden Slip will soon be settled 
we reluctantly abandon Slentrosseand street 
and Archer avenue east of the river pursuant to 
your wishes, hoping that the tracks crossing 
Archer averiue will speedily be raised so that this 
company may cable that street from State street 
to the river. 

In the meantime, to facilitate speedy. transit 
for the Town of Lake people, as well as furnish- 
ing better accommodation on. the lines proposed, 
it will be absolutely necessary to retain Twenty- 
sixth and Thirty-first streets in thé ordinance. 

Agreeable to the wishes of the Mayor, expressed 


and submitted to the City Council concerni 


the North Chicago Electric railway company, 
there might also be added to this ordinance a 
rovision that the city might attach wires and 
amps to said pole’, provided such lamps and 
wires should beso aijusted as not to injure or 
interfere with the wires and current of this com- 
pany. The ordinances as presented permit the 
use of the poles by the city. : 
In reference to the provisions for a return cir- 
cuit I approve your suggestion. but think that in 
streets little used and remote from the power- 
house the necessity of a return circuit independ- 
ent of the rails, whose joints are connected with 
copper wire, should be determiaed by the City 
Electrician. 

At a conversation Wednesday of last week you 
for the first time mentioned the desirability of 
“guard wires.“ If you mean guard wires at 
points where other lines cross the proposed lines 
there is no great objection, as we desire to place 
such guard wire if the ordinance does not re- 
quire it, but longitudinal guard wires, duplicat- 
ing the entire system, would in-our opinion be 
useless and a very poor construction. pon fur- 
ther consideration of the subject I am satistied 
you 13 see the objections and defects of such 
sys * 8 


Objects to Carrying Policemen. 
The ordinance was amended in the Council by 


adding the following: Provided, however, that 


the said Chicago City railway company shall 
carry free of chatge on all cars operated by them 
the city police, firemen, and letter carriers in 
uniform.’ We cannot accept this provision, and 
hope the ordinance may be amended by striking 
it out. . 

1. We now carry free at all times and on all lines 
the police and firemen in uniform, and should 
like to continne this courtesy. Till we cease the 
favor or obligation, if you prefer that word, it 
hardly seems necessary to invoke the power of 
the city in this drastic and uncalled-for way. 

2. The Government of the United States sup- 
plies the letter carriers With tickets on the street 
raiiway lines and such carriers are not subjected 
to any expense. Is there any reason why we 
should assist the Government of the United 
States in this way? 

5. In asking the Mayor to approve the forego- 
ing ordinances with the amendments above in- 
dicated, | am informed that he has expressed: a 
wish that the Chicago City railway company do 
two things: 

1. That it light with electricity (arc light) all 
the streets upon which the company operates 
electric cars. We are not prepared to comply 
this request and shall not accept such obligation. 
So radical a change of our present contract rola- 
tions and a requirement involving the expend- 
ture of eo large a sum of money seems hardly fair 
to exact. and we hope upon further reflectidn the 
Mayor will see fit not to insist upon the same. 

2. Weate requested further to contribute for 
railway track elevation as 1 in an ordi- 
nahce recently passed by the City Council and 
entitled: “An ordinance permitting the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern railway company 
and the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railway 
company to elevate, etc.“ : 

This proposed elevation affects the Chicago 
City railway company at several crossings, with 
all of which you are familiar. Itis very impor- 
tant to this company and equally so to its patrons 
that the head-room and space in the clear be- 
neath the elevated structure at the several. sub- 
ways should be sufficient for the passage of the 
street cars. We claim this as a right and feel 
warranted in demanding that our existing and 
yested rights shall not be interfered with. The 
subway under the Illinois Central railway at 
Sixty-third street is thirteen and one-half feet in 
the clear. ‘To adjust our cars to that distance 
required rebuilding and lowering the roof of 
the car, which is attended with expense. The 
subway at Archer avente is fixed at twelve feet. 
No electric carcan be adjusted to that space 
and no car can be used there without 
rebuilding the roof. State street, south 
of Sixty-third, and Sixty-third street are 
respectively provided with twelve feet head- 
room, These crossings are so important that it is 
to be hoped that a head-room of thirteen and one- 
half feet can be obtained. If a head-room of 
thirteen and one-half feet involves expense and 
makes a car less commodious and desirable to 
passengers you ste What the result ie with thir- . 
teen feet subway, which necessitates the use of 
an unsightly and poorly ventilated car. A 
change involves great expense to the company. 

As 4 understand from you the ordinance pro- 
vides at Thirty-first, Thirty-fifth, Forty-seventh, 
Sixty-first, and Sixty-ninth streets, respectively, 
fora clear head-room subway of thirteen and 
one-half feet; at Archer avenue, State street, and 
at Sixty-third street, respectively, fora head- 
room of twelve feet; and the other crossings of 
the Chicago City railway company each a head- 
room of thirteen feot. 

Recognizing the great necessity for the abolish- 
meat of the grade crossings, and having a desire to 
reservation of life and limb, this 
company wishes to join the Mayor in his praise- | 
worthy efforts to cemove the hazard and danger 
of railroad crossings, and hence ‘he should re- 
member the expense this company shall be sub- 
jected to, as well as the loss incident to the ro- 
moval of the viaduct at Sixty-first street recently 
constructed by this company atits own expense 
and costing $23,000. .

RETRENCHMENT IN THE WEST PARKS. 


President Moll Makes Some Significant 
Recommendations-Other Business. 

President Carl Moll of the West Park 
Board read a report to his fellow Commis- 
sioners yesterday advismg that expenses be 
cut down that the parks may be kept free 
from debt. To this end a reduction in the 
corps of employés was proposed, especially 
among the inspectors. It was suggested that 
the office of general inspector be abolished 
and that only two engineers be.retained who, 
together with the boulevard inspector, in 
the opinion of the President, could attend 
to all inspection heretofore conducted 
by four inspectors. In reducing the force of 
engineers to two, only one engineer will be 
deprived of a position. The reduction in 
forees is made possible the fact that all or 
the large improvements in the West Park 
system are completed, and the $1,000,000 
appropriated for such improvements is ex- 
hausted. Commissioner Bogl@was_ in favor 
of doing away with all inspectors. He wished 
a vote to be taken at once, but President Moll 
was anxious to have action deferred until the 
meeti next Tuesday. His report also 
favored an improvement in the police force 
and corps of gardeners. 

Biis for repairmg the park drives and 
boulevards with crushed limestone were 
opened. The firm of Laughlin & Rice was 
the lowest bidder, but Commissioner 
Townsend rafsed an objection to awarding 
that company the contract as, he alleged, it 
had been found to give short measure when 
furnishing material heretofore. At that time 
the market value of the limestone was $1.45 
a cubic yard, and the West Park was being 
furnished with the material at $1.24 a cubic 
yard. Commissioner Townsend became sus- 
picious und instituted an investigation which 
he says exposed a great fraud. It is said that 
the weight was between one-third and one- 
half less than was claimed for it in an im- 
mense quantity. of material. Laughlin 4 
Rice's present bid is 5 cents a yard higher 
than was the case in the previous contract 
with the West Park Board. The question of 
awarding the contract was laid over until the 
next meeting. 

Sixty Humboldt Park boulevard residents 
petitioned the board to change the name of 
the throughfare to Maplewood or Logan 
boulevard. The matter was referred to the 
Committee on Subdivision. 

Upon motion of Commissioner Graham 
Commissioner Blount was reinstated to the 
office of Collector of Assessments for Ash- 
land boulevard, which position he recently 
resigned. A bill of $600 which the West 
Park Board owes to the city for the erection of 
electric lamps in Vernon Park caused con- 
siderable discussion as to the propriety of its 
payment. In. the report of the Committee 
on Improvements it was suggested that, as 
all these lamps were not on park property, 
they should not be paid for. Commissioner 
Garvey held that the bill should be paid since 
Vernon Park had the benefit of all the lights, 
and they were placed there merely for the use 
of the park. Commissioner Bogle moved 
that the payment of the bill be referred to the 
attorney with power to act. 


HARD DIGGING IN DRAINAGE CANAL. 


Contractors Ask Extra Pay for Removing 
“Special Classification’ Matter. 

At a meeting of the Drainage Board yester- 
day reports submitted showed that the office 
force at present consists of 161 men, and that 
$171,339 was paid out last month, of which 
$145,550 was for construction. Mason, 
Hoge & Co., who have three sections of the 
work in charge, complained that the board 
had changed the specification in ten of the 
fourteen sections awarded,. and of the four 
where no trouble had occurred they were do- 
ing the work on three. The firm alleged that 
the work imposed was not in their contract 
and gave notice that it would stand or fall by 
that contract. Ricker, Lee & Co. of Sec. 
7 said they had struck on their section a 
„ material which was not glacial drift,“ and 
which they asked be placed under Ahe head of 
“ special classification, and extra coin pensa- 
tion be paid for its removal. The Western 
Dredging und Improvement company, which | 
bas an adjoining section. seemed to- have 
struck the same substance for whose ex- 
istence the engineers had made no prvvision 
in the specifications. This matter seems to 
be bowlders imbedded in blue cement. The 
board was advised that its engineer had wit- 
nessed the puny efforts of the steam shovel 
gnawing at one of these hard ledges.’’ The 
communications were referred to the proper 
committees to report at thé next meeting.

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WRECKED BY THE ICE. 


ANOTHER PROPELLER GOES DOWN IN 
MAOKINAO STRAITS. 


— 


Minneapolis Breaks Apart and Sinks with 
a Cargo of 49,000. -Bushels of Wheat 


Crew Rescued=Steamer State of Michi- 


gan Aground—Majestic Injured in a 
Collision and One of the Crew Killed 
“Testimony Begun in Mra. Bennett's 
Trial for Murder Northwest News, 
_ CugsoyGan, Mich., April 4.— [Special. 
The propeller Minneapolis went down at 4 
o’clock this morning off McGulpin’s Point in 
the Straits of Mackinac. Capt H. W. Bogart 
and crew of thirteen men had but a few 
minutes in which to act after the alarm of 
“making water fast was sounded and 
escaped with nothing but the clothing they 
had on. The ice had been heavy in Lake 
Michigan for two days and was thick and 
strong in the straits, and the big. 
frozen masses had simply ground 
at the sides of the Minneapolis 
until a hole was made which let 
the water through in torrents. It wag towing 
the San Diego and Red Wing from Chicago to 
Buffalo, wheat laden, and in response to its 
signals of distress the San Diego came rapid- 
ly alongside and took on thecrew. As the 
last man left the boat so rapid was it sinking 
the large craft broke into two parts and top- 
pled each way with a deafening roar, sinking 
to the bottom, a depth of twenty fathoms, 
leaving the two barges to drift with the cur- 
rent among treacherous ice and shoals: The 


San Diego at once put up its canvas and 


made for this port, where it arrived at noon. 

The crew of tfe Minneapolis was brought 
in on the wrecking tug Favorite, which had 
gone out to meet the San Diego, Capt. Bogart 
refused to talk, but Mate Sidney Percy said 
they had little trouble until off McGulpin’s 
Point, where they struck ice, and the Captain, 
who was forward, ordered the mate to go aft 
and take in the tow line. As the consorts 
came in the mate, returning forward, noticed 
the vessel listed over and gave the alarm. 
The boat filled se fast, however, that the crew 
had not even time to get their clothing, but 
jumped on the consort as it came up, and the 
Minneapolis pitched forward and went down. 


Crew Has No Warning. 


The mate says there was no shock to warn 
them, and that when he tried the pumps about 
tifteen minutes previous to the alarm he found 
only five inches of water. He also tried the 

umps thirty minutes before and found seven 
nehes of water. All this clearly demonstrates 
that the ice wore away at the boat’s bow or 
sides until an opening was made, and that it 
was not the result of a collision with an ice- 


berg. | 

The Minneapolis was a wood propeller of 
1,072 tons, built at Marine City in 1873 
for A. A. Parker of Detroit. It had been 
used to a great extent for the transportation 
of salt, and consequently its. timbers were 
well preserved, e Minneapolis was rated 
at A2, was valued at $50,000, and insured for 
$43,750. It carried 49,000 bushels of 
wheat shipped by C. A. Buell of 
Chicago. Its cargo was insured for $30,687 in 
the following companies: London Ass.arance 
$8,000; British and Foreign, $7,602; Com- 
mercial Union, $6,008; North America, 
$7,500; Sun, $1,577. Tbe insurance on 
steamer is held by Smith Davis & Co., of 
Buffalo; Vance & Co., of Milwaukee, and 
Elphicke & Co., of Chicago. 

Parker’s boats are all insured on the yearly 
plan and the policies on the Minneapolis 
would not have expired until April 15. The 
Minneapolis and all it contained is a total loss 
as the contents are believed to have spilled 
out it when it broke in two. 

State of Michigan Floated Again. 

Mirena,. Mich., April 4.—[Special.]—The 
big steamer State of Michigan of the Grum- 
mond Line, the first passenger boat to come 
north this season, became fast on the rocks on 
Kenosha reef on North Point at the entrance 
of Thunder Bay at 3 o'clock this 1 ＋ A It 
was released tonight without apparent dam- 
age, The night was intensely dark, and the 
wind nearly a gale from the northeast. The 
State of Michigan left St. Ignace at 2 p. m. 
yesterday, bound down, witha light load of 
pig iron and shingles. The only passen- 

ers on board were the crew of the wrecked 


Barnum, icked up by the Crusader, 
one of 58 Grummond tugs, and 
delivered the State of Michigan, 
and S. B. Grummond Jr., manages of the 
Grummond passenger steamers, who’ was 
making the trip. The wind has been blowmg 
off shore and the big steamer was pounding 
considerably, but it is a staunch boat and can 
stand considerable hard- usage. ‘The vessel 
was rebuilt last season, is of modern style, 
wood hull, and has a tonnage of 640 tons. 
It is lighted by electricity. It is rated at 
1A and is valued at $75,000. The 
State of Michigan is commanded by Capt. 
Fred Dale, who is known as as careful 
seaman and exceedingly lucky. The boat 
is understood to huve disabled 
its steering gear while «rounding the 
point and while thus helpless was driven 
ashore. As soon as the accident was reported 
‘here harbor tugs put off to the steamer, and 
Grummond and Dale came ashore to tele- 
graph the main office in Detroit. The wreck- 
ing tugs Crusader from Mackinac Island and 
the Frank W. and Ralph from Alpena also 
came to its assistance. 
Majestic Injured in a Collision. 

The schooner A. Vosges collided with the 
steamer Majestic, ane of the Chicago grain 
fleet, in the southeast bend of St. Clair River 
this morning. The schooner had its headgear 
and its foremast carried away. Mate Hugh 
McCaffrey of Alpena was killed by the falling 
of the foremast. The steamer was struck on 
the starboard bow and its upperworks and 
cabin wrecked. Itis now at Detroit making 
repairs. The Vosges has coal for Sand Beach 
and will be repaired at Port Huron.

DRAINAGE LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL,

RESULT OF RIOT AT KANSAS CITY. 


Three Ipjured Will Probably Die=Men Ar- 
rested Charged with Murder.

Pate, the deputy constable who 
Precipitated the riot while trying to arrest 
one of the Pryor family, told his story of the 
affray. He said he believed Mike Callahan, 
the only one who was killed outright, is the 
man that shot him. He says while he was at- 
tempting to take Pryor some one threw his 
arms around him and Callahan fired. Pate 
is one of those mortally wounded. 

Harry Fowler’s statement may be regarded 
as an ante-mortem statement, for it is thought 
nothing short of a miracle can save him. “I 
do not know just how the fight began.“ said 
he. Ieawa man unknown to me attempt 
to shoot Callahan, { dashed out to grab the 
mans gun and save Callahan and somebody 
shot me in the back. I dropped to my knees, 


then got up, ran across the street, and fell 
again. , 

The eight men under arrest are all deputy 
constables, appointed by a suburban Judge or 
deputized by a Westport constable to urrest 

the Pryors for an alleged assault. Only one 
of the ‘ryors has been arrested in connection 
with the riot, as the others were far from the 
scene when it occurred. 

Charges of murder in the first degree were 
filed today aguinst Jerry M. Pate, E. L. Cole- 
man, E. C. Ott, W. G. McCowen, and O. M. 
Bigham, who were commissioned as special 
deputies under Constable Browning of West 
Port, and against S. A. Pike, John Gove, An- 
drew Gove, and W. H. Gumm, who were sym- 
pathizers of theirs. Bail was refused, all ex- 
cept Pate being committed to jail.

gold coin in circulation. Why did they not 


‘plainly and candidly avow this to be their 


meaning? Why did they indulge in driveling 
rot about “ unrestricted coinage of gold and 
silver on the basis of 16 to 1.“ when they 


knew that no gold would be coined or circu- 


lated under that condition? What is the use 
of lugging in “‘ unrestricted coinage of gold” 
on such a preposterous basis? 

Mexico nominally has an unrestricted coin- 
age of gold on a basis differing little from 
16 to 1, but not a dollar of gold is coined or 
All the gold production of 
Mexico is exported in the shape of bullion 
and brings twice as much that way as it would 
if put into competition with silver at the rate 
of 16 to 1. Neither that nor any other free 
silver coinage country in the world circulates 
in its common currency any gold money. The 
cheaper, depreciating, debased silver coins 
have expelled ali the gold from circulation. 
In the light of all this experience it is the 
height of absurdity to suppose that the United 
States could restore 16 to 1 as the working 
ratio, which is what the silver extremists pre- 
tend to believe.

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THE REPUBLICAN VICTORY IN CHICAGO. 

Last December the Democrats managed to 
give Mayor Hopkins a majority of 1, 800 on 
the face of the returns. More than 1,300 
illegal votes were cast, however, for the Dem- 
ocratic candidate. Tuesday, in spite of the 
fact that in many wards fraud was perpe- 
trated on a grand scale, the Republicans had 
an overwhelming decisive majority of the 
total vote cast. 

The vote for the Republican Assessors in 
the different towns and parts of towns within 
the city limits was over 11,000 greater than 
that for the Democratic candidates. In the 
Republican column are not included the 
3.300 Republican votes thrown away on a 
petition candidate in the West Town. That is 
nét bad. It may be claimed, however, that 
this was due to the fact that the Democratic 
candidates were weak men. Bartling cer- 
tainly was, and so was Stuckart. On the 
other hand, the Republicans could have se- 


lected a stronger man on the West Side. 


Their ticket'did not please the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Wards. To see how far the Repub- 
lican success on Assessor was due to the 
special weakness of the Democratic candi- 
dates it is necessary to look at the vote for 
other officers, 

The total majority of the Republican Col- 
lector candidates over their opponents was 
7,000, that of the Supervisors about the same, 
and that of the Town Clerks about 12,500. 
That the latter is so large was due to the 
special strength of the Republican candidates 
in the West Ton and the Town of Lake. 
An average of 2,000 Republican votes, which 
should have gone to the Republican nominees 
for these three offices, was thrown away upon 
petition candidates in the West Town. Hence 
it can be said with accyracy that the Repub- 
ligans carried the city, by a majority of 
9,000. 

This was done too ona smaller vote than 
that of last December. Its smallness counted 
against the Republicans and for the Dem- 
ocrats. The repeaters of the last-named party 
voted as often as they could. They got in 
2,000 fraudulent votes in the South Town. 
The tough Democrats nearly ali went to the 
polls. The stay-at-home vote was mainly 
that of Republicans, who ought to have be- 
haved better, but who will-behave better this 
coming fall. A majority of 9,000 under such 
circumstances means a much heavier majority 
at the election for Congressmen, members of 
the Legislature, ete., next November, when 
the campaign will be longer and the voters 
will be wakened up more generally. 

Tuesday’s majorities might have been 
larger, but they are big enough to show a 
wonderful change of heart since November, 
1892, when the deluded Chicagoans gave 
Cleveland and his poiicy 36,000 majority. A 
winter of acute misery has convinced thou- 
sands of workingmen that the policy which 
leads to high wages and steady work is better 
than the one which leads tot the soup- house. 
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THE VETO OF ‘THE BLAND B BILL. 

In his veto of the Bland bill for coining the 
silver bullion now in the Treasury President 
Cleveland made an unanswerable argument 
against the further inflation of our silver 
money under present conditions. He showed 
that such coinage would tend to weaken if 
oot to destroy returning confidence and seri- 
ously threaten a return to the financial 
troubles of last summer, and that the meas- 
ure would have the effect of increasing the 
load of obligation to be carried by the gold 
reserve while diminishing that reserve. Yet 
at the close of his message he stated that he 
is not insensible to the arguments in favor of 
coining the bullion seigniorage now in the 
Treasury,“ and admitted that he believes it 
could be done safely and with advantage if 


the Secretary of the Treasury were empow- 


ered to issue bonds at a low rate of interest 
if that should be deemed necessary to main- 
tain the reserve, 

On this the New York Bulletin remarks 
pertinently that such a policy would be paral- 
lel to the doctor granting the patient all the 
poison he craves for because he has a counter- 


actant which might prevent the draught from 


proving fatal.“ And it suggests a doubt that 
the remedy might not be available when 
wanted under such conditions, It is well 
known that when a few weeks ago the gov- 
ernment wanted to borrow fifty millions of 
gold the publis did not bid for the bonds, 
The banks were the only takers, and they 
subscribed to the loan on the express under- 
standing that the “seigniorage silver 
should not be converted into currency. It 
is open to grave question if these or other 


banks would supply the gold for another is- 


sue of bonds in case that tacit agreement 
were not kept. And if the gold were not 
then obtainable what would there be to pre- 


vent a recurrence of the panicky conditions’ 


of last summer, or even to prevent them 
from boing felt with far greater force? II 
the government found itself unable to mar- 


| ket its bonds just at the time when the need 


for gold was most urgent, might not the 
whole financial fabric go to pieces as de- 
sired by Bland and the fellows who are 
working with him for the establishment of a 
debased silver monometallic currency in the 
United States? And was it wise on the part 
of the President to give them such encour- 
agement as is conveyed in the closing para- 
graph of his veto message? 

The reference is all the more to be regretted 
asit places Mr. Cleveland in an poms 
positiomon the silver questian. In his lates 
annual message he said that in seeking a ale 
path leading to a permanentiy sound curren- 
cy “‘we should resolutely turn away from 
alluring and temporary expedients, deter- 
mined to be content with nothing less than a 
lasting and comprehensive financial plan.“ 
Surely the coinmmg of a vacuum as demanded 
by Bland would have been a dangerous as 
well asa temporary expedient for dealing 
with the situation, and hardly the less so be- 
cause assumed to be provided with a possible 
antidote which no one can guarantee could 
be obtained when most wanted. The Bulletin 
takes strong 5 IRE on this ae uam

able for use would prove a broken reed under 


the sort of emergency upon w ich he coynts 


apparently so confidently.’’ Mr. Cleveland did 
well to draw the line between two classes 
of silver inflationists by insisting that - it 
would be dangerous in the highest degree to 
coin more silver without providing lor a gold 
reserve, out he failed in admitting that the 
country wants any more silver money at pres- 
ént under any circumstances short of those 
which would require a dollar's worth of silver 


to be put into the coin called a silver dollar.“ 


And no man of sense supposes he has gained 
anything by thus signifying a willingness to 
compromise, for it is well known that the ex; 
treme silverites will not rest till they have 
achieved a total victory or been totally de- 
feated.

CENTRAL BUILDING LEAGUE 70 DIB. 
OUSS A PROPOSITION TODAY.

Seventy-five Firms Employing Painters 
Agree to a Lockout and All Aasoci- 
ated Employers May Follow Their Lead 
Ir So Construction in Chicago Will 
CeaseeBrick Manufacturers and Master 
Plumbers Give Their Employes Lock- 
outs to Bring Them to Time. 


Nearly all the working painters in Chicago 
are idle today. The association of employers 
yesterday decided to take aggressive meas- 
ures against the pending strike. and agreed to 
a general lockout by which 3,000 men are 
thrown out. of employment. 
firms signed an agreement to suspend opera- 
tions for the present. This, action was taken 
ata meeting of the bosses at the Builders’ 
and Traders’ Exchange, The brick manu- 
facturers also have ordered a lockout. Still 
further action is contemplated against the 
workingmen’s unions, and it may be taken 
today. If itis building operations in Chi- 
cago will be paralyzed practically. There is 
to be a meeting of the Central Building 
League, composed of delegates from all the 
employers’ associations and from the manu- 
facturers of and dealers in building material. 


At this meeting the policy of u general lock- 
out will be discussed, and possibly that ex- 
treme measure may be adopted. 

The far-reaching effect of such an order is 
made apparent when it is understood that the 
Central Building League comprises not only 
the. building trades proper but such con- 
cerns as the IIlinois Steel company, the 
Western Stone company, and many other 
heavy producers and handlers of iron, lum- 
ber, glass, marble, and other material used 
in building operations, A lockout by the 
Central Building League would mean idle- 
ness for thousands of workmen in every 
building trade in the city, and in many fac- 
tories, quarries, and brick yards as well.

BRICK FIRMS DECIDE ON A LOCK-OU0UT. 


They Are Wearied by the Importunities 
of the Strivers. 
The brick manufacturers affected by the 


strike at a meeting yesterday at the office of 


the May, Purington & Bonner Brick com- 
pany decided to stand together and resist the 
demands of the strikers regarding the em- 
ployment of non, union men. A representa- 
tive of the firm said the manufacturers had 
become tired of the importunities of the 
strikers and their determined effort to 
prevent men who wanted to work 
from doing so and had decided to close down 
their yards indefinitely. **Those men who 
stood by us in the skirmish with the strikers 
last Monday will be taken care of and their 
fam.lies will not want for anything while they 
are out of work. These men are afraid of the 
strikers: and we do not care to have police 

protection, so we shall shut down the works.”’ 
Some of the Purington-Kimbell corfpany’s

citizens. of Darlington came here today and 
held a long consultation with the Governor. 
Gov. Tillman when asked for the result later 
made the following important statement, 
which outlines his future course: They 
came over here for a conference with me at 
my invitation. We had a full talk over the 
situation in all its aspects. As a result I 
have instructed Gen. Richbourg to prepare 
everything to bring the troops 
back here Friday. They will arrive 
at 11 o’clock, and the companies from the up- 
country will go on through, while all the 
others will be distributed about the State on 
the first outgoing trains. I do not care to 
keep the force there any longer than is abso- 
I have promised the com- 
mittee nothing and they have promised me 
nothing. I have agreed, however, that if 
these men in Darlington who have caused the 
trouble will stand their trial I will let the civil 
law take its course all the wer through.”’ 
When Gov. Tillman was asked if he cared to 
say anything about the resolution introduced 
in Congress in regard to his stoppage of tele- 
grams of a business nature he said: I don’t 
care to notice every crank who offers a little 
resolution in Congress. When Congress takes 
action, if it does, then there will be plenty of 
time for me to talk, and I will have something 
to say. Gov. Tillman stated that the in- 
quest in 5 bad been begun at 8 
o'clock in the morning, but that the hearing 
was progressing slowly. The spies will be 
taken there to testify. 

Quite a sensation has been caused here to- 
night by the receipt from the correspondent 
of the State at Darlington of. the foliowing 
special dispatch: I have received informa- 
tion from a source entirely trustworthy that 
a decision in the dispensary cases has already 
been drawn up and has been signed by 
Justices McIver and McGowan and been 
sent to Justice Pope, in whose hands it re- 
mains. It declares the act unconstitutional, 
but whether in whole or in part could not be 
ascertained.“

Dr. Payne 
came here about two months ago from Nash- 
ville, Tenn, It appears that the negro went 
before Gen. Richbourg, Commander-in-Chief 
of the State volunteers, and made affida- 
vit that be had seen. Dr. Payne com- 
ing out of the dispensary last Sunday with his 
pockets filed with bottles of whisky. Dr. 
Payne met him in the hotel corridor and 
asked him about the matter. Green gave Dr. 
Payne the lie and was making demonstrations 
toward him when Payne puiled his pistol and 
shot him. 


E. A. WALDO FOUND AT JACKSONVILLE. 


Can Tell Nothing of His Wanderings— 
Drops on the Street and Is Injured. 

Edwin A. Waldo, who had charge of the re- 

lief work at Hull House, Poik and Halsted 
streets, and who disappeared Tuesday, March 
27, has been found in Jacksonville, Fla. 
Word to that effect was received at Hull 
House yesterday from Mr. Waldo's 
father, who is a cotton manufacturer 
in Danieisonville, Conn. A telegram from 
Jacksonville says that Mr. Waldo 
feilin a faint there yesterday at Church and 
Main streets, He was picked up unconscious 
and carried to St. Lu«e’s Hospital, where he 
improved. He could give no account of his 
wanderings. He said: 
„I have no recollection whatever of any- 
thing since Easter Sunday, when I attended 
St. James’ Church in Chicago. I remember 
seeing the flowers in the church and that is 
all. owl came to Jacksonville or when I 
came here I do not know, 
recollection of striking. my bead 
something this morning. I had rge 
of the registration department of e 
organized charities in Chicago and 
had been engaged in the work there 
since last December. I went there from Boston 
and organized the charitable work in Chicago. 
While at Boston I lived at the Andover 
House, which is the college settlement where 
I was interested in certain phases of work at 
Berkeley Temple. I went to Chicago against 
the advice of my ‘physicians, who told me 
that I ought to take at least a-year’s rest. 

Mr. Waldo attributed his mental aberra- 
tion to the recurrence of a former attack 
brought about by overwork in Chicago. 
When found he had only $1.25 in his pocket. 
His watch was missing. How long he had 
been in Jucksonville was not learned. Late 
last night he was resting well, though he was 
quite weak. 

Mr. Waldo came to Chicago at the solicita- 
tion of the Central Relief Association, and 
subseauently became connected with Huil 
House. The last seen of him in this city was 
at 11 o'clock the night of his disappearance, 
when he left his room near Hull House to go 
to the postal station at Washington and Hal- 
sted streets to mail invitations to 
an entertainment. He was edu- 
cated at Andover’ and received a 
license to preach, but on account of ill-health 
was never ordained. His energies have beeu 
devoted to charitable rélief work, mainly in 
Boston. In that city he was attacked last 
summer by a mentai derangement, and five 
days later found himself at Lake George. 
Immediately following he had congestion of 
the brain.

Articles of incorporation of the Chicago and 
Morgan Park Electric Street railway com- 
pany, which proposes to construct an electric 
railway from a point in Englewood to the 
Villages of Morgan Park and Blue Island, 
were filed with the Secretary of State at 
Springfield yesterday. The capital stock is 
$500,000... The incorporators.and first Board 
of Directors are: B. Frank Deacon, Charles 
S. McCoy, Samuel H. Hubbard, Frank Fos- 
ter, and Ralph F. Bogle, all of Chicago. 
„We shall organize the latter part of this 
week or the first of next, said C. S. McCoy 
last night. and shall then apply for a fran- 
chise. We have looked the ground over and 
anticipate no trouble in getting a right of 
way. We shall start froma point in“ Engle- 
wood. just where I do not care to say, and 
run through Calumet, Worth, Morgan Park, 
along Vincennes road, and through the busi- 
ness part of Blue Island. We will occupy 
new territory, and therefore will not conflict 
with any one else. Eventually we shall run 
to West Pullman and Harvey. We wiil con- 
nect with the cable and thesuburban lines, and 
eventually-with the Alley L road.. We hope 
to have five miles of road built and in opera- 
tion by midsummer. Weshall begin opera- 
tions ichmediately if we get a franchise, which 
I have no doubt we will. Some of the stock- 
holders are interested in the Calumet Electric 
and the Englewood and Chicago Electric rail- 
road, but the road will be entirely independ- 
ent of the latter. The territory we will tap is 
good now and is sure to fill up rapidly in the 
next five years. . 


LAKE STREET PEOPLE DIFFER. 


Some Favor an Elevated Road and Others 
* Will Fight It. 

Tenants of stores along Lake street, east of 
the river, are divided in their opinions as to 
the desirability of an extension of thé Lake 
Street L road which the railroad company 
intends to construct in order to complete a 
down-town loop. While there are many who 
oppose the building of an L. road because 
it would, as they claim, darken the street and 
otherwise make it unattractive, others favor 


the proposal because they believe that it 


would give an impetus to business. A num- 
ber of tenants were seen yesterday. Mr. 
Kirehhoff of Kirchhoff & Neubarth, wholesale 
liquor dealers, who octupy the seutheast cor- 
ner at Lake and State streets, said he thought 
the construction of the L road could do 
his interests no harm.

William Best of Best, Russell & Co. said he 
was in favor of an elevated road along the 
street. [It would benefit the property-own- 
ers.“ he said, and several men with whom I 
have talked about the matter are of the same 
opinion. The business center is moving grad- 
ually south and property-holders along Fake 
street and the streets running imtiediately 
parallel north and south of it have been losing 
money. Now they have a chance for improve- 
ment, and if they let it slip by the property 
south will be still more enhanced in value.”’ 

A. Booth of the A. Booth Packing company 
said he favored the plan of having the road 
run through the alley south of Lake street. If,

PERMITS RACING WITH POOLS. 


Bill Passed by the Senate, Horsemen Say, 
Will Prevent a Meeting. 

Wasuineron, D. C., April 4.—[Special. ]— 
Washington may have no spring races. Some 
time ago the Ivy City and Bennings interests 
clashed, When the New Jersey winter racing 
was stopped a raia was made on Washington, 
but the local authorities succeeded in killing 
the business. Then legislation was sought 
from Congress which, it was claimed, was in 
the interest of legitimate racing. There were 
charges and counter-charges as between Ben- 
nings and Ivy City, indicating that some cov- 
ert. purpose existed to provide for racing all 


the year round. Ultimately the Senate 
committee agreed on a bill which 
permitted spring and fall racing 


at either track and allowed bookmaking. 
Today the bill came up in the Senate and 
everything had been arranged for its passage. 
Unexpectedly Senator Peffer had something 
to say against gambling. Senator Teller de- 
veloped an inquiring frame of, mind, and Sen- 
ator Allen put m au amendment allowing 
racing but prohibiting bookmaking: Joe 
Black burn's frantic opposition to the amend- 
ment was unavailing. Some of his colleagues 
thought that after his attendance at the 
Moody and Sankey meetings the blue grass 
Senator might have seen a new light on the 
subject of horse racing. But he hadn’t, and 
he made strenuous objections to the Allen 
amendment. Nevertheless it was adopted by 
24 to 31, and the bill as thus amended was 
passed by 84 to 11. The representatives of 
the race track associations say that the enact- 
ment of the amended bill into law will pre- 


vent any spring or fall meeting at Wash-

POLIOR OF ALLEGHENY ARREST 0OM- 
MON WEALERS ON SIGHT: 


Vagrancy Made the Charge and No Repre- 
seutations Secure the Release of the 
Men- Those Within the Camp Grounds 
Kept from Appearing Outside by a 
Force Which Threatens the Workhouse 
for Au- Many Coptributions and Much 
Indignation=Three Men Drummed Out. 


Auteguery Crry,; Pa., April 4.— [Special.] 
— Coxey’s army is imprisoned in Allegheny, 
Some of its troopers lie behind the bars of 
the Central Station; the others are behind a 
twenty-five foot fence in the baseball club 
grounds. Any member of the commonweal 
desiring to can charge his environment 
but not his imprisonment. The big tent 
blew down yesterday afternoon and got 
ripped all up the back. T. Hague, one of 
the marshals, was given money and sent to 
buy twine and needles to repair the tent. 
For this offense he was arrested. A 
negro in some way obtained. possession 
ot a badge and, taking off his cap, began col- 
lecting alms trom spectators. Four of the 
‘army marshals saw him and, going to him, 
took away the badge and put him outside the 
ropes, The polite came up, arrested the ne- 
gro for begging, and then arrested the four 
marshals for interfering with the negro. 

Any excuse has been sufficient teday for the 
arrest of a man wearing the Coxey badge. 
Pittsburg theater sent an invitation to the 
army to visit the show tonight at 8 o’clock, 
Ca@xey, Browne, and Smith formed the re- 
maining men within the inclosure into line 
and marched to the gate. There they were 
met by Chief of Police Muth, Capts. Ford and 
Thornton, and a large detail of detectives and 
police. Chief Muth told Coxey that the com- 
monweal would. not be allowed to pass, and 
that any man leaving the inclosure would be 
arrested. The army went quietly: back to its 
quarters. Every*contumety and insult that 
the Allegheny police could devise has been 
heaped, upon the army today. Tonight 
the cells of the Central Station are 
crowded to suffycation with Coxey men, 
the charge in nearly every instance being 
vagrancy. The men arrested are almost in- 
variably the pick of Coxey’s &rmy—clean, 
bright-eyed men whose only offense consists 
in Being out of work and wearing a common- 
weal badge. The few hobos remaining in 
the army garefuliy keep within the fence and 
were not molested. Out of Hfty-eight men 
arrested today there was only one case of dis- 
orderly conduct. A visit to the celis failed to 
locate a drunken man. 

Sympathy and Indignation Expressed. 


The two public meetings held today by 
Coxey were packed tothe doors, There are 
both excitement and indignation in Pitts- 
burg tonight. The general sentiment seems 
to be one of sympathy with the army. Con- 
tributions and supplies have poured in upon 
it. One of the principal firms in the city sent 
300 pairs of shoes aud 100 vests to the camp. 
Another firm sent 350 pounds of meat, 248 
fish, and 1,000 loaves of bread. Still an- 
other sent two cases of soap, three baskets ct 
clothing, and a large quantity of tobacco, 
Minor contributions aggregating many wagon 
loads have been contributed durmg the day. 

All the officers of the commonweal haveat- 
tempted to protest during the day, but it has 
done them little good. Without exception they 
have been passed up from one mivor official 
to the other and have never found the man 
they wanted to see. When the Unknown, 
incensed at this treatment, rode to the Mayor’s 
house to see if he could obtain relief Director 
Murphy sent four officers to arrest him for 
causing a crowd to collect. The matter was 
afterwards settled and Smith was not ar- 
rested, The trouble really began last night. 
There was no straw in the tent and thirty of 
the men findmg the place eold ap- 
plied for lodging at the police sta- 
tion. The men, Say they were 
given shelter, but were warned that if they 
retur ned again they would be sent to the 
workhouse jor thirty days. Not one of these 
men was set free this morning. The whole 
lot were taken into.court and. railroaded into 
the workhouse fer thirty days each. Most of 
the men had union cards and showed them to 
the Justice, but it did them no good. It is 
generally admitted that Coxey has made a 
great mistake in not moving his army out of 
here this morning. The army badly needed 
a rest and Coxey gladly availed himself of this 
chance. Every commonweal man who 
wished to leave the grounds was freely al- 
lowed to do so and was given aticket entitling 
him to readmission. When he presented that 
ticket at the gates he was arrested. Chief of 
Police Muth gives no reason for his proce- 
dure; he simply says that he is running the 
police force. 


Troubles of the Commonwealers, 


There was to have been a parade of the 
army today, but the police prohibited it and 
it was not held. The commonweal has borne 
ail its troubles today in a way that has won 
it friends in unexpected quarters. The offi- 
cers of the army have been patience itself all 
day, and they have had a good deal to contend 


against. Lo begin with a dime museum made 


a tempting offer to Jasper Johnsen, the stan- 
dard bearer, and his dog, to Astrologer Kirk- 
land, and to Weary’’ Iller, The three men 
promptly accepted, and are now on exhibition 
at the museum. All three have been dishon- 
arably discharged from the army. 

This morning Manager Buckenberger of 
the ball park and the Unknown had a little 
tiff about something. Buckenberger, grow- 
ing angry, ordered Smith to take himself and 
the army off the grounds at once. This was a 
pretty tight place for the Unknown. On the 
outside were the police just laying for a 
chance to arrest a Coxeyite. On the inside 
was the excited manager. This difficulty was 
also arranged. 

Along in the afternoon there came a puff of 
wind that laid the big tent flat. At the time 
it was nearly filled with men, a fire was burn- 
ing, and the army barber was shaving a man. 
Nobody was hurt, but the tent was badly torn, 
Two men were sent out to get materials to re- 
pair it; both were arrested. As a consequence 
the army has nowhere to sleep tonight, and it 
threatens a heavy storm. 

According to. the program the army will 
march through Pittsburg tomorrow on its 
way East. It is doubtful if it does 80. To- 
night there are about fifty men in the camp. 
Six Allegheny officers are on duty, and they 
can be counted upon to arrest eight men each 
if the unlucky army snores. It won’t be much 
ofanarmy that marches through Pittsburg 
tomorrow, even if Chief of Police Muth al- 
lows it outside the fence. Both Coxey and 
Browne have a good deal to say on the sub. 
ject, but it has no effect. 


INDUSTRIAL ABMY’S PROGRESS. 


Crosses to East St. Louis and Will Go to 
Cincinnati Today. 

St. Louis, Mo.. April 4,—[Special.}— 
The industrial army was astir bright and early 
this morning. Gen. Frye was here and every- 
where encouraging the men and giving orders, 
It was 7:30 o'clock before Capt. Young of 
the Carondelet police arrived and said every- 
thing was in readiness to transport the army 
to the Illinois shore. Boots and saddles 
was sounded and in an incredibly short 
time the army was lined up 
awaiting orders and quickly was under way.
